The recited "polyaniline crystalline material" in lieu of "polyaniline material having 
at least one crystal grain" in claim 1 1 constitutes New Matter as well as new issues that 
would require further consideration and search. The recited "said solvent being different 
from said additive" in claim 1 raises new issues that would require at least further 
consideration and search. Claims 46-52 had been withdrawn from consideration, and 
thus new set of claims 47-53 would withdrawn from consideration also. Thus, the 
amendment is denied of entry . 

The examiner would not respond to applicant's argument based on the claims 
being denied of entry. All rejections are maintained for reason of record. 

With respect to the experimental data (under oath) regarding Elsenbaumer, the 
examiner has pointed out deficiencies. With respect to the morphology of the solid film 
doped with a dopant, the examiner has pointed out that such method is different from 
that taught by Elsenbaumer, a solution process. Also, the solid film would not undergo 
morphological changes upon doping only, and applicant failed to show otherwise.
